Lompoc Unified School District stands to gain $650,000 in additional state education 
support funds if SB 1641 by Sen. Albert S. Rodda makes its way through the 
legislative thicket to enactment. 
The Senate Finance Committee Monday approved the legislation providing $236 
million to help California’s lowest wealth school districts during fiscal year beginn­ 
ing July I. The measure which has been described by supporters as a modest attempt 
to meet court demands for reform of educational financing, was sent to the Senate 
floor on an 11-1 vote. 
The amount of funds provided by the legislation would be increased by $100 million 
each year after fiscal 1976-’77. 
Rodda urged the committee to approve the bill so he could negotiate the amount of 


the funds with Gov. Edmund G. Brown. 
Also contained in the bill was a provision requiring high wealth districts, whenever 
they improve their programs, to help poorer schools. This is an attempt to address 
the landmark “ Serrano” decision of the California courts which ruled present-day 
school financing denied students equal education. 
Joe Carlin, business manager of Lompoc Unified School District, said the legisla­ 
tion. if passed into law. would bring the district $61 extra for each student on an ADA 
or average daily attendance basis. The local district has about 10.675 students. 
Carlin sounded a pessimistic note on the prospects for successful passage of the 
legislation. He £aid he had been told by knowledgeable persons close to the legislative 
scene that the bill would have “ rough sledding.” before it could become law.

IRS warned against 
destroying 'illegal' files 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) - Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Donald C. Alex­ 
ander said today he wants to make “ the 
biggest bonfire” 
in Washington to 
destroy 11.500 IRS intelligence files on 
Americans rather than make them 
available to the individuals concerned. 
But he was warned sternly against 
destroying the files at a hearing of the 
House subcommittee on government 
information and individual rights. 
Alexander testified before the subcom­ 
mittee following today s release of a 
Senate intelligence committee staff 
report which accused the IRS of “ serious 
and illegal abuse" of the privacy of tax­ 
payers. 


That report said an IRS Special Ser­ 
vice Staff heard about information on 
taxpayers “ targeted” bv the White 
House. FBI. CIA and other agencies in 
operations that involved wiretaps, bugs 
and break-ins. 


The files also allegedly contained in­ 
formation including sex and drinking 
habits of those investigated 


‘ What benefit would be gained from 
incurring the substantial costs which 
would be required to inform persons that 
they were the subjects of files9" Alex­ 
ander asked the House subcommittee 
Ile said the files are “ inactive, out­ 
dated. and useless and would have been 


destroyed long ago” except for ongoing 
congressional investigations. 
“ I would like to have the biggest bon­ 
fire.” he said, estimating it would cost 
$200,000 to keep the files and make them 
known to every individual involved. 
Rep Bella Abzug. D N Y., chairman 
of the subcommittee, bristled and said. 
“ I ’m telling you right now that this is a 
congressional inquiry ... And I put you on 
notice that those files better not be 
destroyed." 


She said that citizens whose privacy 
rights had been illegally invaded over the 
years by the IRS should know about it. 
Mrs. Abzug is holding hearings on a 
proposed bill which would require that 
all persons who were subjects of im­ 
proper or illegal intelligence activity by 
government agencies be given notice 
that they were targets and with the right 
to find out what the government was say­ 
ing about them 


The Senate intelligence committee 
staff report said the IRS had carried out 
missions for the FBI. CIA and the White 
House. 


The IRS ranks as an intelligence 
agency, it said, both in its legitimate role 
of running down tax violators and fraud, 
and in accumulating "vast amounts of 
information about 
the financial and 
personal affairs of American citizens.” 


With this “ rich deposit of intelligence” 
from tax returns and the supporting 
documents taxpayers submit voluntari­ 
ly. the IRS is a powerful tool other 
governm ent departm ents “ have 
periodically sought to employ,” the 
document said. 
It said this has led to “ serious and il­ 
legal abuse of IR S investigative powers 
and to a compromise of the privacy and 
integrity of the tax return.” 
The service carried out audits and in­ 
vestigations of “ targeted” citizens and 
organizations, most often without asking 
why. the report said. 
Abuses extended back through many 
administrations but reached a height 
during the presidency of Richard M Nix­ 
on. it said: 
“ In the late 1960s and early 1970s. 
many groups and persons were selected 
for investigation by the Special Service 
Staff essentially because of their 
political activism rather than because 
specific facts indicated tax violations ... 
The evidence suggests the IRS readily 
acceded to the congressional and White 
House pressures.” 
Although the IRS has made changes 
within the last year, “ the committee’s in­ 
vestigations strongly suggest that more 
effective oversight and new controls ... 
are necessary if the IRS is to be used for 
any nontax purpose." the report said. 
'Gorgeous' weather spurs vote 
in Nebraska: rain slows W. Va. 


United Dress International 
Nebraskans voted briskly in “ beautiful 
to gorgeous” weather today in a major 
rebound battle for President Ford with 
surging GOD challenger Ronald Reagan. 
The two also faced off in West Virginia, 
where rain dampened the early tur­ 
nout. 
On the Democratic side. Jim m y 
(’arter hoped to win his first clash with 
newcomer Frank Church in Nebraska 
and keep his bandwagon rolling in Con­ 
necticut's 
Democrats-only contest 
against Morris Udall and Henry Jackson 
Nebraska Secretary of State Allen 
Beerman reported early precinct sam­ 
ples indicated a “ moderate to heavy” 
turnout in Ford s attempt to end 
Reagans string of four consecutive 
primary victories 
“ The weather across the state appears 
to be between beautiful and gorgeous, 
which should mean a large turnout ex­ 
cept where corn is being planted.” 
Beerman said. 
In West Virginia, an early morning 
drizzle held down the voter turnout 
across the state. But the rainfall stopped 
by noon and voting was expected to in­ 
crease. 
Carter was not on the ballot in West 


Virginia, 
where Senate 
Assistant 
Democratic Leader Robert Byrd was the 
favorite — and favorite son — over 
George C Wallace. 
Ford was a heavy favorite in West 
Virginia and Nebraska a few weeks ago 
after W at ing Reagan in New Hampshire. 
Florida, and Illinois. Then what seemed 
like a lost cause came alive when 
Reagan scored sweeps in Texas. Indiana. 
Alabama and Georgia during the first 
four days of May. 
Now Reagan's chances of running his 
victory string to six primaries is im­ 
proved Both states are rated tossups. 
Dual defeats in Nebraska and West 
Virginia would mean serious trouble for 
the President as he goes into next week's 
big delegate contests in Maryland and 
his home state of Michigan. 
There are 107 Democratic and 53 
Republican delegates at stake today. 
Republicans will pick 25 in Nebraska and 
28 in West Virginia. Democrats elect 51 
in Connecticut. 33 in West Virginia and 23 
in Nebraska. 
The latest UPI delegate tally gave 
Reagan a 408-318 edge over Ford, but the 
President expects to be the beneficiary 
of large blocks of uncommitted 


delegates from New York and Penn­ 
sylvania. 
In the Democratic contest. Carter, 
winner of 12 of 15 primaries, has pulled 
out to a wide lead with 571 delegates, 
compared with 198 for Henry Jackson 
who is no longer active, 189 for Morris 
Udall and 138 for Wallace. 
The Nebraska contest was the first 
outing for Church, who entered the 
presidential race late and is con­ 
centrating on the W’estern states. He 
says he has closed the gap on Carter in 
the confusing 11-candidate field on the 
Nebraska ballot that includes such non- 
contenders as Hubert Humphrey and 
Sen Edward M Kennedy. 
Udall hoped to rekindle his liberal 
cause in Connecticut and said he senses a 
“ swell of support.” Jackson has also 
campaigned in Connecticut, but because 
of his wide lead nationwide. Carter had 
to be rated the favorite. 
There are separate delegate and pop­ 
ularity races in Nebraska, making it pos­ 
sible that one candidate could lose 
statewide and still pick up a majority of 
delegates. In West Virginia, delegates 
run uncommitted and are not bound bv 
the outcome of the popular vote. 


Judge won't 
halt channel 
oil drilling 


LOS A N G E L E S (U P I) - A 
federal judge Monday refused to 
halt new offshore oil drilling in the 
Santa Barbara Channel. 
U.S. D istrict Court Judge 
Malcolm Lucas said he did not 
think Santa Barbara would suffer 
irreparable damage if the request 
for a preliminary injunction was 
turned down. 
The City of Santa Barbara sued 
the U S Interior Secretary and of­ 
ficials of the U S 
Geological 
Survey last Jan. 21. claiming an 
environmental impact statement 
by the federal government was 
drawn up for legislative purposes 
only 
The suit said residents were 
worried the statement would be 
used to approve new drilling 
operations in the channel Further­ 
more, the city said, the statement 
does not contain all the informa­ 
tion necessary to allow the interior 
secretary to grant oil drilling per­ 
mits in the channel 
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WASHINGTON (U P I) - Republican 
leaders met with President Ford today 
and said they expected Ford to sign the 
Federal Election Commission bill after 
receiving 
"overwhelming sentiment” 
that he should approve the controversial 
measure. 
The move could give a quick and 
massive $2.1 million in federal matching 
funds to presidential campaigners when 
the FEC is reappointed under a Supreme 
(’curt order 
“ I believe the President will sign the 
bill today.” said Sen. Ted Stevens. R- 
Alaska after he and other GOP leaders 
met with Ford for 40 minutes 
“ The overwhelming sentiment" of the 
leaders was “ for the President to sign 
the bill." said Stevens 
He made it clear the leaders were not 
completely happy with the legislations 
but “ under the circumstances we believe 
ought to be signed and we urged the 
President to sign it.” 
The Federal Election Commission has 
been unable to provide matching funds 
for hard-pressed presidential candi­ 
dates since March 22 under a January 
ruling from the high court that it should 
be reappointed under the federal election 
law 


Last week, the FEC staff recom­ 
mended the immediate provision of 
$2,142,857.75 to the candidates when the 
commission is reappointed The staff 
also said it was studying requests for 
another $1.3 million from the candidates. 
Rep Guy Vanderjagt R-Mich., told 
reporters following the White House 
meeting that nine out of the IO GOP 
leaders urged the President to sign the 
bill and there was no strong urging that 
he veto it.” 
He said that it was "probably the best 
bill” that could be achieved and that 
another look could be taken next vear. 
Vanderjagt said that all of the 
Republicans were "concerned by the ap­ 
pearance of private advantage for Ford 
over the other presidential candidates if 
he vetoed the bill. 
The Supreme court forced new legisla­ 
tion to be written after .. ruled that 
Congress should not have a hand in the 
selection of the six

members. Ford had asked for a simple 
reconstitution of the commission along 
the lines that the high bench had 
recommended 
Sen Stevens said that Ford was urged 
to send the names of his six nominees for

Board eyes 
alternatives 
to tax hike

— Put a damper on the request of 
Supervisor Slater to look into prospects 
for stimulating state legislation for es­ 
tablishment of a county deed transfer 
tax for real property transactions within 
the county Slater said income from such 
a tax could be used to reduce county 
property tax requirements. But Super­ 
visor Robert E. Kallman said he felt 
such a tax would be merely another tax 
on the property owner and others on the 
board failed to give encouragement to 
the plan when county counsel reported it 
would “ take a change in state 
legislation ” Tax 
reform 
committee 
representatives were in conflict as to 
supporting the Slater proposal. 
— Tax reform supporters in the 
audience cheered when Board chairman 
Frank J. Frost said he felt a test case for 
the U.S. Supreme Court could be 
forthcoming if the county took the lead in 
refusing to collect taxes for schools. 
County counsel warned property owners 
could lose their homes with such taxes 
not being classified as being paid if not 
collected. 
Crash effort 
begins on aid 
compromise 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The House 
and Senate today began a crash effort to 
complete work by Saturday on a com­ 
promise foreign military aid bill follow­ 
ing President Ford’s veto of such legisla­ 
tion last week. 
Both the House International Relations 
Committee and a Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions subcommittee sought to combine 
1976 and 1977 authorizations in a single 
piece of compromise legislation The 
1976 legislation authorized almost $4 
billion in aid over a 15-month period. 
The initial compromise sketched out 
by members of the House panel would 
retain these items in the foreign military 
aid bill: 
- A $9 billion ceiling on annual U.S. 
arms exports abroad (with the pos­ 
sibility of presidential waivers). 
Watered down provisions on ter­ 
minating aid programs when a foreign 
country engages in substantial human 
rights violations 
or 
discriminates 
against a U S aid employe on the basis 
of sex. religion or national origin. 
Altered provisions on congressional 
authority to veto military aid programs. 
Provisions for reconstruction aid to 
North Vietnam would be entirely 
eliminated, however 
Ford vetoed the International Security 
Assistance Act of 1976 last week because 
he said it imposed “ impermissible 
shackles on the President's ability to 
carry out the laws and conduct the 
foreign relations of the United States "

In the words of commissioner 
William Paulin, “ We don’t need any 
more boarded.up service stations." 
Commission chairman William Fick 
agreed that defunct and hence boarded- 
up service stations had been a problem in 
the past, but he reminded his associates 
that the possible success or failure of a 
commercial .project should not enter in 
to their deliberations, 
Massey described the development as 
a "controlled exit” development with a 
minimum of building space and a 
streamlined operation He said it is “ an 
au to m atic gasoline dispensing 
operation.” rather than the traditional 
lull service station, and that the concept 
was beginning to lake hold of the buying 
public. 
Commissioner Vernon Copeland said if 
any corner was suitable for a new ser­ 
vice station it was probably the one 
selected by M assey's com pany. 
Copeland said traffic was heavy in that

Ammonia tanker 
blast kills 3 
HOUSTON (U P I) - A tanker truck 
loaded with liquid ammonia vaulted a 
railing, fell onto a section of busy 
freeway and exploded today. At least 
three persons were confirmed dead and 
at least 30 were overcome by toxic 
fumes, police said. 
Witnesses at the scene said the tanker 
went off the 610 Loop and hit the 
Southwest Freeway in a heavily pop­ 
ulated business-shopping area about 
seven miles southwest of downtown 
Houston 
The Civil Defense ordered evacuation 
in a three-mile area 
The explosion 
reportedly ripped a hole in the freeway, 
rattled windows in nearby buildings and 
filled the air with billowing clouds of 
white smoke. 
Police said a man and child were 
reported felled by ammonia fumes and 
other freeway travelers were reported 
staggering along the roadside. Traffic 
was backed up for several miles and 20 
cars were damaged and scattered along 
the freeway. 
Police helicopters tried to land in the 
area but were repelled by the smoke and 
fumes. 
“ Our emergency room is full," said a 
spokesman at Twelve Oaks Hospital a 
few blocks from the scene. 


“ You wouldn’t believe how bad the 
toxic fumes are in this area.” a reporter 
from radio station K U LP said

Moro 
said in a nationally televised 
speech “Speculations by par­ 
ties and excessive polemics are 
in sharp contrast to the serious 
hours the country is living 
through. In no case should this 
be an election issue.” 
National elections have been 
called for June 20. 
The Udine prefecture unoffi­ 
cially counted the known dead 
at 914 and the missing at about 
400. Police said 850 bodies had 
been recovered from the rubble 


of the Friuli region’s 24 stricken 
towns and villages. They said 
1.515 persons were known in­ 
jured. 
The seismographic monitor­ 
ing station at Trieste near the 
Yugoslav frontier said the mild 
tremor, an aftershock of last 
Thursday s killer quake, regis­ 
tered 3.8 on the open-ended 
Richter scale.

The officials warned state 
prosecutors Monday that Miss 
Hearst may need more than the 
scheduled 90 days psychiatric 
exam ination ordered by a 
federal court judge preparatory 
to reduction of her 35-year jail 
sentence on a bank robbery con­ 
viction in San Francisco. 
The newspaper heiress will 
be brought to Los Angeles 
Wednesday from the federal 
Metropolitan Correctional Cen­ 
ter in San Diego to enter a plea 
to ll charges of assault, rob­ 
bery and kidnaping, said 
Deputy District Attorney Sam 
Maverson, 


However, federal officials 
warned that she would be 
available only for short periods. 
he said, ruling out the pos­ 
sibility she could stand trial 
with the Harrises 
Maverson quoted a letter 
from Norman A Carlson, chief 
of the F ederal 
Bureau of 
Prisons, saying the medical 
staff at the San Diego prison 
“ strongly recommends against 
her move at this time due to her 
physical and. m ental condi­ 
tio n " 
Carlson said Miss Hearst is 
still recovering from a physical 
illness and the 90-day period for 
psychiatric 
evaluation 
may 
have to be extended, Mayerson 
said. 
The Harrises, fellow fugitives 
of Miss Hearst in the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army for a 
year and a half. are to go to 


trial June I on the charges 
based on an alleged crim e spree 
in May. 1974 
Mayerson said Miss Hearst 
would probably go on trial after 
a verdict is reached on the 
Harrises. 
At the Wednesday pretrial 
hearing, she will be a codefend­ 
ant with the Harrises, who have 
said she lied when she said she 
was mistreated by the SLA. and 
have accused her of being a 
turncoat. 
Miss H earses attorneys were 
to argue a request to sever her 
case from the Harrises’. But 
the cases are now expected to 
be separated as an “operation 
of law .” Mayerson said 
“She’s never been set for 
trial.” he pointed out 
“The 
Harrises have a trial date and 
Patricia Hearst does not. I hope 
to proceed to trial June 1.” 


Guards' records show Hughes not 
out of hotel at time of pick-up 


LAS VEGAS (UPI) - How­ 
ard Hughes did not leave his 
hotel suite for four years, in­ 
cluding the day he was sup­ 
posedly picked up in the desert 
by a man named in the pur­ 
ported Hughes will, according 
to daily records kept by the 
billionaire s guards. 
Hughes arrived by train from 
Boston on Thanksgiving eve, 
1966 and left in 1970. 
The recluse moved into the

House gives ok to nuclear funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House gave final Congressional ap­ 
proval Monday to a $274.3 million authorization for operating the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission through the 1977 fiscal year 
which starts Sept. 30. 
The measure, passed on a 356-5 vote and sent to the White House, 
included $18.5 million for nuclear materials safety and safeguards 
to beef up security after Congressional hearings developed 
evidence that protection was inadequate to prevent theft or 
destruction by terrorists. 


Bolivian Paris envoy assassinated 


PARIS (UPI) — Bolivian Ambassador Joaquim Zenteno Anaya, 
who as a m ilitary commander crushed Ernesto (Che ) Guevara’s 
guerrillas a decade ago, was assassinated in Paris today. 
Telephone callers said the "Che Guevera Brigades” was responsi­ 
ble. 
Zenteno was gunned down beside the Seine River as he was get­ 
ting into his car to drive home to lunch. Shortly afterward. Paris 
newspapers began getting telephone calls saying an underground 
organization calling itself the “Che Guevara Brigades” carried out 
the killing. 
Zenteno commanded troops that hunted down and killed Cuban 
revolutionary Guevara in the Bolivian jungles in 1967. 


Renewed fighting hits Lebanon 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - New fighting brokeout in mountain 
areas east and north of Beirut today, hampering conciliatory 
moves by leftists toward Lebanese President-elect Elias Sarkis.

Income tax returns down by million

the gross income levels at which individuals must file returns.

Hockey sets example 
with new labor pact 


MONTREAL (UPI) - A five-year 
collective bargaining agreement that 
well could serve as a model for other 
sports has been signed by represen­ 
tatives of the National Hockey League 
and the NHL Player’s Association. 
“ We have good rapport with our 
players and for this we’re very 
grateful," NHL President Clarence 
Campbell said Monday. “ We’re not 
suggesting we have a magic formula ex­ 
cept for good w ill.” 
The agreement first was announced 
last Oct. 6, but legal terminology and a 
series of court rulings involving other 
sports delayed the formal signing. The 
pact covers the period from Sept. 15,1975 
to Sept 14. 1980 


On the owners’ side, they receive the 
right of compensation if another NHL 
team signs one of its players, who has 
played out his option But if a team and 
player negotiate a no-option contract, the 
player is released unconditionally at the 
end of the fixed term and that team is not 
eligible for compensation. 
Another provision of the agreement 
gives the players an increase in pension 
from $500 to $750 for each year of ser­ 
vice. 
Should two teams fail to reach agree­ 
ment on compensation, each will submit 
its offer to an impartial arbitrator, 
Judge Edward Houston of Ottawa. He 
will select one or the other, and his rul­ 
ing will be binding.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Fritz Reiter 
came to the United States in 1967 to take 
a bride and a job as an architect. He got 
neither. Instead, he became a gym­ 
nastics coach. 
Fritz’ coaching ability will be put to 
the test this * week when two of his 
proteges, 1976 national all-around gym­ 
nastics champion Denise Cheshire and 
Barbara Myslak, compete in the U.S. 
Olympic Women’s Gymnastics Trials at 
the Sports Arena Thursday through 
Saturday. 
But the 36-year-old coach doesn’t think 
a trip to the Olympics is the most impor­ 
tant thing in gymnastic training. He 
believes it should be physical fitness. 
‘ Sports was my first love,” he said, 
adding he picked up architecture to 
make a living. 
He wanted to play soccer when he was 
7 years old in his native Austria, but 
when he couldn’t decide on a club to join, 
his father stuck him in a gymnastics 
group. 
He has never regretted the switch. 
Reiter was the Austrian men s gym­ 
nastic champion in 1957 and 1958 and mis­ 
sed out on going to the 1960 Olympic 
games because of a broken wrist. 
Young Reiter arrived in 1967 to take a 
bride and a job as an architect, and when 
neither worked out, he sold real estate 
and finally ended up coaching gym­ 
nastics at a San Fernando Valley YMCA 
in 1968 In 1971, he took three girls to the 
YMCA national championships in 
Chicago and came home with fourth 
• place. 
“ I believe in one thing,” said the soft­ 
spoken Reiter, “ and that is gymnastics 
at an early age helps kids in all sports. 
People would he safer throughout their 
lives 
“ We’re running, jumping, hopping, 
leaping and falling at one time or 
another. If we know how to fall, we won’t 
be afraid of doing any of these things ” 
He believes everyone should be in­ 
volved in physical fitness. 
“ Olympic sports are really outgrowths 
of the activity of physical fitness,” he 
said, adding that the importance of the 
Olympics is its ability to “ motivate the 
masses. 
“ It motivates them to be healthier by 
making them try to live up to their 
idols.” 
“ If I can be a motivator for gymnasts 
that’s my greatest thrill.” 
“ You’ve got to have a sense of ac­ 
complishment There are two sides: one, 
what motivates you and two. what you 
want to accomplish. 
“ The accomplishment has got to affect 
more than one gymnast. It has got to af­ 
fect the entire country." 
Reiter is director and head coach of 
the Gymnastics Olympic National 
Training Center in Van Nuys, Calif. 
“ There s more important things than 
the Olympics,” said Reiter. “ I told 
Denise and Bobbie: ‘If none of the judges 
likes you, I still love you. It’s important 
that they know that if they fail the Olym­ 
pic team, they don’t fail as human 
beings.”

Indy is her big chance 
Guthrie's no newcomer to racing 


Janet Guthrie

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— The frustration was too much 
for Janet Guthrie. 
One moment she was in the 
pits, practically tasting the 
champagne and whiffing the 
bouquet of victory. She was just 
waiting to get behind the wheel 
of the car which was whirring 
around the track at Sebring, an 
airfield in Florida that once a 
year is turned into a race 
course. She purred over that 
machine like a collector of 
objets d art caressing a Ming 
dynasty vase. Her partner. Stan 
Behr. had it running smoothly 
in seventh place, but Janet 
knew there was no way they 
could lo?e. 
The next moment, she heard 
the bad news. The car had 
broken down and was out of the 
race. Ruined differential. 
So Janet went back to her 
motel room and did what any 


emotional female would do. She 
ingested the sour taste of 
defeat. 
She sipped beer and she ate 
chocolate bars, crunched on 
corn chips and chewed pork 
rinds. 
Janet Guthrie is a racing 
driver, a relatively rare species 
in her gender but one due to get 
increasing attention in a world 
where women pilot tempermen- 
tal thoroughbred horses, cuff 
each other with padded mitts 
inside a square ring and even 
put on the warlike raiment of 
football players. 
In May she will seek to break 
another barrier, by becoming 
the first woman to sit behind 
the wheel of a tuned-up 
horsepower monster in the In­ 
dianapolis 1)00 classic, the big 
daddy of all engine events. She 
is already part of the Bryant 
Heating & Cooling team, which 
has sponsored her entry, and 


she is there now for the prac­ 
tice runs on the 2.5 mile oval. 
She is not awed. 
“What’s so hard," she asks 
“ about making four left 
turns?” 
If that sounds cynical, it 
doesn’t really convey the tone 
of Ms. Guthrie, who is tall, sl­ 
ender and quite intelligent in 
her attitudes about driving a 
car for thrills and glory. She 
has been racing for almost 13 
years, winning the North Atlan­ 
tic Road Racing championship 
and trophies at such disparate 
sites as Sebring, Daytona and 
Watkins Glen, all revered by 
the motor set. She is regarded 
as perhaps the best of the 
woman drivers, though Janet 
herself thought that Leila Lom­ 
bardi. who has achieved some 
success on the Grand Prix cir­ 
cuit. might beat her to the ac­ 
celerator pedal at Indy. 
Janet knows that unless she 


can hit it big in Indianapolis, 
there is not much money in the 
sport for her. She barely makes 
enough from it directly to keep 
her own car — a ’68 Plymouth 
with 128.000 miles on the 
speedometer and the original 
automatic transmission — 
operational. But there are other 
ways to make a living. 
Right now she is editing a 
book on genetics for a major 
New York publisher. She has a 
degree in physics from the 
University of Michigan and 
worked as an aeronautic 
engineer on Long Island before 
she drifted into racing by enter­ 
ing her sports car in weekend 
road events. 
In recent months she has also 
been touring the United States 
for the Toyota company (she 
races one of its cars) to share 
the exhilaration and knowledge 
of steering a vehicle with other 
women.

WASHINGTON - Courtly, capable 
Rep. Joe Evins, D.-Tenn., lives by the 
philosophy of his Smokey Mountain dis­ 
trict: kinfolk take care of each other. 
The congressman and his cousin, 
businessman James E. Rice, have been 
taking good care of each other, albeit at 
the expense of the taxpayers. 
Rice has made a for­ 
tune by taking advan- 
ta g e of a S m a ll 
Business Administra­ 
tion program intended 
to help fle d g lin g 
minority 
entrepreneurs. He has 
been aided by the in­ 
fluence of his cousin. 
Rep. Joe, who happens 
to head the House 
Small Business Com­ 
mittee. 
In return, Rice has 
helped his cousin the congressman. 
When Joe Evins was looking for a buyer 
of his family's controlling stock in the 
First Central Bank of Smithville, Rice 
came up with the purchase price. At the 
time, Rice was vice chairman of the 
bank and Evins was chairman. 
Evins and Rice haven’t kept it all in 
the family. They have included Howard 
Greenberg, the former staff director of 
E v in ’s com m ittee, in the cozy 
relationship. 
As a form er deputy d irecto r, 
Greenberg knew the right people at the 
Small Bittiness Administration. His posi­ 
tion as the House Small Business staff 
chief also gave him a special influence 
over them. He used his influence time 
and again to help Rice with his Small 
Business problems. 
Our associate, Jack Cloherty has now 
discovered that Greenberg has had a 
tai.OOO a vf.i! 
consulting agreement 
with Rice since January. Yet Greenberg 
didn’t leave the Small Business Commit­ 
tee until the end of March. 
Despite the pressure from Capitol Hill, 
meanwhile, ihe Small Business Ad­ 
ministration began taking a closer look 
at Rice’s operations. A confidential SBA 
audit charges, for example, that the con­ 
gressman’s cousin “ diverted approx­ 
imately 915,000 to his personal account 
that belongs to the stockholders of Best 
(Services).’’ 
Best Services is one of several 
“ minority’’ firms which Rice has spon­ 
sored. These firms are able to gain non­ 
bid contracts with the armed'services 
for kitchen and janitorial duties because 
of their “ disadvantaged’’ status. 
The same SBA audit disclosed that 
Best Services, controlled by Rice, made 
a net profit of $886,336 handling KP at 
Fort Benning, Ga., for 17 months. And 
this whopping profit didn’t include 
another $244,487 consultant’s fee, which 
Best paid its “ sponsoring” firm, 
Worldwide Services. Rice also controls 
Worldwide Services. 
This sponsoring arrangement was in­ 
tended by SBA to help minority firms get 
off the ground. The Big Brother firms 
were supposed to provide some working 
capital and management expertise. 
Then, in the spirit of giving minority 
businessmen a break, the nonminority 
firms were supposed to bow out when the 
new businesses got rolling. 
Instead, Rice used the program to set 
up minority fronts with the real control 
remaining in his hands. This became an 
all too common practice under the setup. 


The General Accounting Office found 
that the sponsoring firms simply “ used 
former employes as stockholders and of­ 
ficers’’ of the sham minority firms and 
then provided goods and services 
the 
new firms for a fancy fee. Many sponsor­ 
ing companies also held up to 49 pier cent 
of the stock in the new businesses. 
Yet even this understates the extent to 
which the sponsors pulled the operating 
strings. Many sponsors, including Rice, 
exercised far more control over their 
“ minority’’ firms than the paperwork 
shows. 
The GAO interviewed 23 “ minority” 
firm presidents and found that many 
“ lacked even a basic understanding of 
routine business matters and were not 
aware of very important m atters 
specific to their own businesses.” 
For example, GAO found that “ one 
disadvantaged 
secretary-treasurer 
signed corporate documents and checks 
with an ‘X.’ He stated that, as an officer 
of the firm, he cleaned up around the of­ 
fice.” 
When SBA officials tried to revise the 
rules to give the genuine minority 
businessmen control over their own 
operations, the move was squelched with 
the help of Rep. Evins and his staff 
director. 
R ice w as p ro fitin g m igh tily , 
meanwhile, from setting up these phony 
minority enterprises. At one time, he 
was involved in six of them. His Superior 
Services received nearly $5 million in 
government contracts. Supreme Ser­ 
vices got at least $2 million and Quality 
Food collected another $1 million. Best 
Services received about $1.5 million. 
Rice’s Worldwide Services, as the 
sponsoring firm, siphoned off huge 
management fees for these operations. 
They usually amounted. GAO found, to 
about 15 per cent of the firm’s gross in­ 
comes. In addition, as part owner, Rice 
would get a cut of the profits that the 
“ minority” firms earned. 
The SBA rules require that any firm 
exceeding a limited “ size standard" 
would lose its right to small business 
contracts. This posed a problem for 
Rice, whose firms kept reaching the up­ 
per limits of the size standard. 
Enter Rep. Evins and Howard 
Greenberg again. “ Every time one of 
Rice’s firms approached the size stan­ 
dard limit,” a former SBA official told 
us, “ Greenberg would come in and fight 
to have it raised.” 
This may help explain why the jmall 
business size standard has been raised 
several times since 1970. 
The SBA is now taking steps to monitor 
the sponsors of minority businessmen, 
including the congressman’s cousin. 
With Evins retiring from Congress this 
year, Rice will also lose some of his in­ 
fluence. But he still stands to make 
millions, our sources say, when he 
divests his “ minority” firms. 
AU in all, he has done rather well with 
the help of his kinfolk? The losers are the 
taxpayers — and the disadvantaged 
businessmen who were supposed to get 
the benefits that Rice obtained. 
Footnote. Rice and Greenberg refused 
to talk with us. Rep. Evins claimed he 
helped Rice not as a relative, but as a 
constituent ami small businessman only. 


Barbed barb 
By the time you find who’s at fault, you 
could have fixed what's wrong. 


WASHINGTON — The endless conjec­ 
ture over what Jimmy Carter really 
believes is an exercise in sheer futility. 
He may tell us more as the primaries 
wind wearily on with his opposition drop­ 
ping close to zero. But it is enough for the 
voters that he has come through as a 
good man expressing the ancient virtues 
in an age of cynical 
distrust. And, it should 
be added, with an 
organizing ab ility 
seld o m 
seen 
in 
American politics. 
What we never seem 
to learn is that the 
American presidency 
is a guessing game of 
monumental propor­ 
tions. Not until the 
man is in the office 
have we any sure way 
of knowing how he can 
stand up to the awful burden. 
History has proven this time and time 
again. Warren Harding looked like a 
President and a people wary of war 
welcomed his promise of “ normalcy.” 
But he proved to be a slob who brought 
into office a gang of boodlers out for a 
quick payoff. 
Then there is the classic example of 
Franklin Roosevelt. In early 1932, when 
he was governor of New York and about 
to organize his campaign for the 
presidency, Walter Lippmann wrote of 
him that he was an Amiable man who 
aspired to be chief executive but there 
was little else that could be said. 
Roosevelt ran against Herbert Hoover 
as a conservative and a budget balancer. 
Calling Hoover a big spender, he 
proposed to bring the country back to 
fiscal responsibility. That was at the bot­ 
tom of the worst depression this country 
has ever known and when Roosevelt took 
the oath of office every bank was closed. 
In his first IOO days he caught the im­ 
agination of the country and began to 
spend federal money wholesale to put the 
jobless back to work. 
Ronald Reagan is an example of the 
unknown quantity concealed behind the 
barrage of his ultraconservative 
rhetoric. When he ran for governor in 
California, he took the same stance; yet 
during his eight years in the governor’s 
office, state taxes were raised three 
times by substantial amounts although he 
had promised economy in government. 
His big win in Texas triumphs in the 
southern states. The strategy is to link 
conservative Democrats with indepen­ 
dents in a winning coalition of the right. 
But as for President Ford and the 
Republican party with 18 per cent of the 
voters it has a suicidal look. 
One of Reagan’s strong campaign 
porns in Texas was the Panama Canal 
and his charge that the Ford administra­ 
tion proposed to give it away. That hit 
hard with the long Texas shoreline on the 
Gulf of Mexico. But would President 
Reagan order the Marines into Panama 
as he promises to subdue a guerrilla 
threat to American sovereignty of the 


Canal Zone? And would a Democratic 
Congress block such a move under the 
War Powers Act? 
These are the kinds of questions that no 
one can answer in advance despite the 
promises that office-seekers so freely 
hand out. Could anyone in the campaign 
of 1932 have predicted that FDR would 
unite the nation and spend billions to try 
to reverse the terrible downturn in the 
economy? 


Jimmy Carter may be just what he ap­ 
pears to be — a virtuous man with 
remarkable capacity for organizing and 
a tireless drive that carries him from 
state to state in this marathon of 
primaries. He is far from ignorant of 
foreign policy. 


Four years ago he became a member 
of the Trilateral Commission made up of 
high officials of Japan, Western Eurpoe 
and the United States. Attending a com­ 
mission session in Tokyo, he took an ac­ 
tive part with frequent interventions 
showing his knowledge of the major 
problems facing the non-Communist 
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world. 
^ 
While it s a bit far-fetched, the guess­ 
ing game of the presidency has a certain 
analogy to the time when monarches had 
sweeping powers. The heir to the throne 
might be wise and beneficent or he could 
be a mean and petty tyrant. Until he as­ 
sumed the scepter of power, no one could 
be sure. 
We are not likely to know much more 
about Carter’s thoughts and convictions 
until and unless he becomes President. 
Confidence is one of the attributes he 
possesses in full measure. Talking with 
him at the start of the campaign I asked 
him when he intended to state his stand 
on a certain issue. “ I’m saving that,” he 
replied, “ for my inaugural address.” 
You can hardly beat that for self- 
assurance. 
If the other candidates had not fallen 
away so early. Carter might have been 
pushed harder to make his own plans and 
beliefs known. Today he stands almost 
alone and it will be his own choice 
whether he reveals more of his inmost 
beliefs.

Every time I go back to the Midwest I 
receive a reminder in one fashion or 
another of the intense rivalry that there 
is between the states. 
I speak mainly of the states of Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Arkansas. Most of the rivalry, 
to be sure, centers on intercollegiate 
sports but it also is 
reflected in commer- 
c ia l 
e n d e a v o rs, 
agricultural 
superiority and most 
recently, in the halls 
of the legislatures of 
two of the states. 
The la te s t flap 
started when the Iowa 
Legislature 
declared 
the sunflower a “nox-, 
ious weed.” 
This would seem to 
be a harmless enough 
declaration, for anybody with a field of 
wheat, rye or barley doesn’t like to have 
the acreage contaminated with a plant 
other than what’s supposed to be growing 
there. 
Sunflowers produce thousands of seeds 
which are favored by birds. Unfortunate­ 
ly, some birds may try to fly across a 
field with a mouthful of sunflowers and 
drop some of them cm the way to a 
peaceful spot to enjoy the repast. 
Sunflower seeds are notoriously fertile 
and the dropped seeds produce numerous 
unwanted plants in places where they 
will drop other seeds and create ad­ 
ditional problems in future growing 
seasons. 
Iowa, th erefore, d eclared the 
sunflower to be a pest. 
Alas, the sunflower is the official state 
flower of Kansas, and the Kansas 
Legislature took immediate offense at 
this slur against the favored flora. 
Iowa insisted that nothing personal 
was meant by the legislative action. It 
simply was preparing a list of secondary 
noxious weeds which warrant eradica­ 
tion by the Iowa Conservation Commis­ 
sion. 
After all, .Iowa officials said, one 
man’s state flower may be another 
man's nuisance, and this was the case 
with Iowa’s farmers. 
The tall sunflower often blocks 
sunlight from com and soybean fields 
and disrupts planting, farmers in Iowa 
complained. 
The explanation did not appease the of­ 
fended Kansans. Legislation was passed 
to help even the score somewhat. 
It was found that Iowa’s official state 
bird, the goldfinch, was no more con­ 
fined within state boundaries than is the 
sunflower and than an abundance of gold­ 
finches strayed into Kansas. 
A resolution was introduced declaring 
the goldfinch to be “ an unattractive, 
bothersome, obscene and raucously 
noisy creature” that “ possesses no other 
redeeming social value and, in general, 
serves no useful purpose on God’s green 
earth.” 
The next step may be to declare the 
sale of salted sunflower seeds in 
packages illegal in Iowa, and this might 
result in a bootlegging operation 
designed to smuggle sunflower seeds 
into Iowa from Kansas for sale in back- 
alley and side-street munch-easies 
Adjoining states are sure to start tak­ 
ing sides and unless something is done, 
war between the states is an imminent 
possibility. This probably would make 
Nebraska happy for it has never had an 
opportunity to test out the famous 
Nebraska Navy in actual combat. 
Meanwhile, an Oklahoman observes 
that the whole thing is Iowa's fault in the 
first place. If Iowa would just learn how 
to grown com “ as high as an elephant's 
eye” as Oklahoma does as proclaimed in 
the fabled stage and motion picture 
production, it wouldn’t have to worry 
about being overshadowed by a 
sunflower. 
Humility is something you don't find 
often in these states of high rivalry, but 
Texas has finally admitted that it is not 
first in everything. 
There is one thing, a Texas official 
conceded the other day, that Oklahoma 
has that Texas doesn’t. 
That’s a good neighboring state to the 
South that is superior in every way. 
Any former residents of the aforemen­ 
tioned states who have some lightning 
comebacks to toss into this inter-state 
fracas are invited to send them along. 
I’ll use them at some future time when 
class again convenes on this subject.

Dear Sir: 
In Tuesday’s May 4 Lompoc Record 
are two pictures representing Lompoc’s 
back alleys. I notice the first picture is of 
a paved variety while the second picture 
is of a dirt variety. It is very obvious that 
a paved alley would be easier to keep 
clean over the dirt type alley. It is too 
bad that we all cannot have paved back 
alleys. 
This spring, the street maintenance 
department scraped and cleaned the 
alley in the HOO and 1200 blocks of West 
Airport. In the HOO block they filled the 
alley in with several truckloads of dirt 
and large rocks, including pieces of old 
black top up to ll inches in diameter. 
Now the weeds have grown up in the 
alley and it is very difficult to cut and 
rake up the weeds and trash that is 
caught in the alley. The trash, by the 
way, falls out of the trash cans when they 
are dumped by our sanitation pickup ser­ 
vice. Our pickup is on Monday and 
Thursday. Now when a holiday falls on
